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Judge blocks Trump decision to end DACA 


Ruling: President’s move was ‘arbitrary and capricious’

Young immigrants soon facing the 
loss of deportation protections and 
work permits are claiming victory after 
a federal judge temporarily blocked the 


Trump administration from ending a 
program that protected hundreds of 
thousands of undocumented immi- 
grants brought to the U.S. as children. 
The ruling late Tuesday by U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge William Alsup of the North- 
ern District of California in San Francis- 
co ordered the Trump administration to 


resume allowing so-called “dreamers” 
to renew their deportation protections 
and work permits under the program 
known as Deferred Action for Childhood 
Arrivals. The news came as bipartisan 
members of Congress and the White 
House inched closer to hammering out a 
compromise solution before the pro- 
gram begins to be phased out on March 
5. 


While pleased that the program, 
which then-President Barack Obama 
created in 2012, will be allowed to con- 
tinue, dreamers now worry Congress 
will lose the urgency to pass legislation 
after months of foot dragging. 

“The message to Congress is this is a 
small victory, but the urgency is still

GOP lawmaker 
looks to extend 
education tax

A Republican lawmaker on 
Wednesday introduced legislation 
that would permanently continue the 
education sales tax that brings in 
about $600 million a year to Arizona 
schools. 

The tax, which voters passed in 
2000 as Proposition 301, is set to ex- 
pire in mid-2021. 

State Rep. Doug Coleman, R- 
Apache Junction, told The Arizona Re- 
public that House Bill 2158 would es- 
sentially “get rid of the cliff” surround- 
ing Prop. 301. 

Prop. 301is a 0.6 cent per dollar edu- 
cation-funding sales tax. Its future has

Measure would 
make it easier 

for HOAs to act 
on foreclosures

Currently, Arizona homeowners 
associations can foreclose on owners 
if they fail to pay their dues for a year 
or get behind by $1,200 — whichever 
comes first. 

But a bill introduced by one of Ari- 
zonas most powerful Republican 
senators would allow HOA foreclo- 
sures after six months, with no mini- 
mum debt. 

Sen. John Kavanagh, R-Fountain 
Hills, the primary sponsor of Senate 
Bill 1080, said six months of avoiding 
payments is a serious infraction. 

“Tell a landlord that not paying
